clinics, hospitals, etc. The purpose will be to show health functions 
in actual operation, especially those which may be duplicated in other 
cities. In one sense the Health Institute may be considered as a 
school of instruction in practical health administration. 

(c) Dr. Stephen Smith, the founder and first president of the asso- 
ciation, who is now in his ninty-ninth year, will be the guest of honor 
at a banquet to celebrate his approaching centennial and the semi- 
centennial of the association. 

(d) A historical jubilee volume, Fifty Years of Public Health, will 
be published about October 1. There will be articles by 17 au- 
thors, relating to the accomplishment and present status of each 
of the important branches of public health. While concentrating 
upon the public health of the last 50 years, the book will describe the 
earlier beginnings of public health in an introductory way, and may, 
therefore, be considered a general history of public health from the 
earliest days to the present.
